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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The limitation: "mapping a plurality of transport format combination indication signaling 
information into a single transport format combination indication signaling information thereby 
reducing transport format combination indication signaling information." was not described in 
the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shiu et al 
(6,624,767) in view of Sepponen et al (2002/0015405). 
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Regarding claims 1-2, Shiu disclosed a method comprising receiving packet data units in 
a buffer (processor 1 14 receives packets from data source 1 12 as shown in figure 1); 
concatenating a plurality of packet data units to produce a transport block set (step 214 in figure 
2A); coding the transport block set to a coded block (step 216); rate matching the coded block to 
form coded sub-blocks (step 218), the coded sub-block being subject to additional processing; 
interleaving at least the coded sub-block (step 222); and time-multiplexing the rate-matched 
coded sub-blocks into a coded shared transport channel (step 232) (see col. 4, line 8-col. 5, line 
8). Shiu does not specifically disclose mapping a plurality of transport format combination 
indication signaling information into a single transport format combination indication signaling 
information thereby reducing transport format combination indication signaling information. 
However, Sepponen discloses this feature (see fig. 2A and paragraph 0026). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
map the transport format combination indication signaling information as taught by Sepponen in 
the system of Shiu so that the plurality of transport format indication signaling information can 
be transmitted over a physical channel in order for the receiver to decode and use the transport 
format indication signaling information in association with each received transport block. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Regarding the added limitation: "mapping a plurality of transport format combination 
indication signaling information into a single transport format combination indication signaling 
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information thereby reducing transport format combination indication signaling information.", 
the examiner disagrees that page 4, line 27 to page 5, line 12 explains this limitation. "The rate 
information (RI) and transport channel identity index (TrCH index) are mapped into M which 
represents the total number of packets data units to be transmitted" as argued by the applicant is 
different from "mapping a plurality of transport format combination indication signaling 
information into a single transport format combination indication signaling information".
